Publishers are requested to furnish title page proofs 
and advance information of books forthcoming, both 
for entry in the lists and for descriptive mention. An 
early copy of each book published should be forward¬ 
ed, as it is of the utmost importance that the entries 
of books be made as promptly and as perfectly as pos¬ 
sible. In many cases booksellers and librarians de¬ 
pend on the Publishers’ Weekly solely for their 
information. The Record of New Publications of 
the Publishers’ Weekly is the material of the 
“American Catalog,” and so forms the basis of trade 
bibliography in the United States.

THE NEW VOLUMES OF THE 
“AMERICAN CATALOG.” 

It had been purposed, as previously an¬ 
nounced, to continue the twentieth century 
series of the “American Catalog” by the pub¬ 
lication of main and supplementary volumes 
for the five years ending with January 1, 
1910, or for the six years completing the 
record to the end of the calendar year 1910, 
and so providing for regular quinquennial 
periods corresponding with the natural de¬ 
cades 1911-1920, 1921-1930, and so on. It was 
proposed to make an intermediate publica¬ 
tion covering three years, which volume or 
volumes would be superseded at the end of 
the quinquennial period. As this three-year 
list approached completion is was found that 
its bulk would be practically the same as that 
for the preceding five years, and it has, there¬ 
fore, been determined to make the permanent 
volumes triennial instead of quinquennial. 
This plan will provide volumes of less bulk 
and more handy size, and will have other 
advantages. 

The main volume for this second period is 
now in the binder’s hands and will be issued 
next month, comprising the short title record 
by author, title, subject and series of books 
recorded in The Publishers’ Weekly dur¬ 
ing the three calendar years 1905, 1906, 1907, 
with such added titles as from oversight or 
lack of bibliographical information were not 
recorded within the year of publication. This 
main volume will be, as heretofore, in one 


alphabet and will furnish to the booktrade 
and to libraries the most ready and convenient 
method of tracing books up to the beginning 
of the present year, since which date the 
quarterly cumulation of The Publishers’ 
Weekly and its monthly reference list bring 
bibliographical information up to date. 

For the second period, as well as for the 
first, there will be furnished a supplementary 
volume, comprising the full titles and de¬ 
scriptive notes of books recorded in the 
“Weekly Record” of The Publishers’ 
Weekly in a separate alphabet for each of 
the years 1905, 1906, 1907, bound together 
into one volume, uniform with the main vol¬ 
ume. This supplementary volume is a treas¬ 
ure house of more complete information, to 
which the first ready-reference list is key, but 
each volume is complete independent of the 
other. 

It is pointed out in the preface to this vol¬ 
ume, as it was suggested in the first volume 
of the series, that the product of the Amer¬ 
ican press is increasing to an extent almost 
beyond the commercial possibilities of pri¬ 
vate bibliographical enterprises, and it is not 
improbable that ultimately an official record 
of American book production will be under¬ 
taken by the Library of Cogress, through the 
Copyright Office—especially as the new copy¬ 
right bill, if and when it shall become a law, 
provides for the Copyright Office the facil¬ 
ities outlined in the drafts of that measure. 
Meantime, however, the field must be covered 
by a private enterprise, as now, and these 
enterprises cannot exist without the hearty 
and united support of the booktrade and of 
libraries. There is, in fact, so little commer¬ 
cial margin for profit in trade bibliography 
that the motive of publication is professional 
rather than commercial. In a period of de¬ 
pression, like the present season, booksellers 
in particular are disposed to economize by 
cutting off such tools as bibliographical vol¬ 
umes, like those in question, on the theory 
that they can answer their customers’ queries 
for the most part from the files of The Pub¬ 
lishers’ Weekly or from their own knowl¬ 
edge. But this is doubly and trebly a mis¬ 
take, for the reasons that it wastes the time 
of a bookseller not to have the best tools at 
hand, puts him in a less favorable position 
with his customer, and finally tends to make 
impossible the supply of bibliographies which 
he needs as tools of trade and which in bet¬ 
ter seasons he is quite ready to buy. For 
these reasons the special support of the trade 
is asked in behalf of the “American Catalog.” 
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It has been doubtful from the start, as we 
have previously indicated, whether the rela¬ 
tion of prices can be based upon the copyright 
law. The pith of the decisions in the U. S. 
Supreme Co'urt in the Macy cases is that 
they cannot. The copyright law in a 
specific statute is limited in effect to its 
specific provisions. In one of the cases, the 
Bobbs-Merrill Co., it will be recalled, in¬ 
serted a restriction of price in each copy of a 
book as a sequence to the copyright notice. 
In the Scribner cases notice was given on 
billheads and otherwise to the same effect 
as regards copyrighted books. The text of 
the decisions is not before us at this writing 
and therefore the exact bearings of them can¬ 
not be fully stated. But it should be noted' 
that the decisions have to do only with copy¬ 
right as a basis of price control and do not 
deal with the other questions involved in the 
methods of the American Publishers’ Asso¬ 
ciation. The general methods of the Associa¬ 
tion have largely justified themselves already 
throughout the trade and in relation with 
book buyers, and it will be a mistake to sup¬ 
pose that these decisions as to copyright are 
more comprehensive than is really the fact. 
In the Walker Map case it is not clear, 
until the full text of the decision is pub¬ 
lished, whether the decision is based on the 
fact that the map was printed' in an official 
report of the State of Massachusetts or on 
the fact that specific damages had already 
been obtained and that the current suit was 
for further damages. 


At the close of the congressional session, 
the copyright situation is by no means cleared. 
Chairman Currier has introduced into the 
House a bill replacing his former draft, and 
presumably representing the views of the 
majority of the Patents Committee; Mr. 
Sulzer’s bill represents, it is supposed, the 
views of the minority; Mr. Washburn’s bill 
takes a middle course, while there is also on 
the docket the amendment to the manufac¬ 
turing clause presented by the American 
[Authors 1 Copyright League through Mr. 
McCall. The three bills differ chiefly in 
their treatment of musical compositions, Mr. 
Currier’s requiring musical authors to permit 
mechanical reproductions of their works at 
two cents a roll, or one cent for little ones, 
Mr. Sulzer’s providing for a stamp royalty 
scheme, and Mr. Washburn’s, already printed 
in our columns, retaining rights of mechanical 
reproduction in the composer’s control, but 
providing that if he permits such reproduc¬ 


tion there should be a general license at a 
stated' percentage on price. 

The other important and novel feature of 
Mr. Currier’s bill is a term of twenty-eight 
years with twenty-eight years’ renewal; while 
Mr. Sulzer’s bill, like Mr. Washburn’s, pro¬ 
vides for life and forty-two years. Mr. Cur¬ 
rier’s bill als9 makes a considerable change 
in the importation clause which permits non- 
piractical copies, except in the case of for¬ 
eign reprints of an American book, to be im¬ 
ported for use and not for sale without the 
permission of the copyright proprietor. This 
might have the boomerang effect of largely 
nullifying the manufacturing clause, because 
it would make it difficult for an American 
publisher to make an American edition of a 
might be largely covered by foreign book- 
might be largely covered by foreign book 
brokers offering siqgle copies by mail to 
American purchasers. All the bills in ques¬ 
tion were introduced at the close of the ses¬ 
sion for the sole purpose of having them in 
concrete shape for the opening of the next 
session. There will be plenty of time, there¬ 
fore, for the discussion of the details, and it 
is evident that there will be a renewal next 
December of the hot fighting of the past few 
years. 


THE NEW COPYRIGHT DRAFTS. 

Chairman Currier presented in the House 
‘‘May 12 (calendar day May 26)” a copy¬ 
right bill, H. R. 22183, a bill replacing his 
previous draft. Of this the important feature 
is the following: 

Sec 1. (d) To perform or represent the 

copyrighted work publicly if it be a drama, 
or if it be a dramatic work and not repro¬ 
duced in copies for sale, to vend any manu¬ 
script or any record whatsoever thereof; to 
make or to procure the making of any trans- 
scription or record thereof by or from which, 
in whole or in part, it or any performance 
thereof may in any manner be performed, 
presented, produced, or reproduced, and to 
exhibit it or any performance or any repre¬ 
sentation or reproduction of it or any per¬ 
formance thereof whatsoever. 

(e) To perform the copyrighted work pub¬ 
licly for profit if it be a musical composition 
on which such right of public performance 
for profit has been reserved, as provided in 
section twenty-one of this Act, or to make 
any arrangement or setting of it or of the 
melody of it in any system of notation or any 
form of record in which the thought of an 
author may be recorded and from which it 
may be read or reproduced to the ear. Pro¬ 
vided, That the provisions of this Act, so far 
as they relate to instruments or machines or 
parts of instruments or machines which re¬ 
produce or serve to reproduce to the ear the 
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musical work, shall include only compositions 
published and copyrighted after this Act 
takes effect, and shall not include the works 
of a foreign author or composer unless the 
foreign state or nation of which such author 
or composer is a citizen or subject grants, 
either by treaty, convention, agreement, or 
law, to citizens of the United States similar 
rights; Provided further, That any person 
may make use of the copyrighted work in the 
manufacture of records or controllers for 
mechanical musical-producing machines, how¬ 
ever operated, and may sell or use such 
records for profit upon payment of a royalty 
to the copyrighted proprietor by the manufac¬ 
turer of such record or controller, as herein¬ 
after provided: And provided further, That 
in no event shall the payment of more than 
one royalty be required on any such record 
or controller. 

In case of the use of such copyrighted 
composition on such interchangeable records 
or controllers of such mechanical music- 
producing instruments no criminal action 
shall be brought, and in a civil action no 
injunction shall be granted, but the plaintiff 
shall be entitled to recover in lieu of profits 
and' damages a royalty of two cents on each 
such record or controller, execept in the case 
of disks for talking machines not exceeding 
eight inches in diameter or cylinders not ex¬ 
ceeding four inches in length, in which case 
the royalty shall be one cent; but in the case 
of the refusal of such manufacturer to pay 
to the copyright proprietor within thirty days 
after demand in writing the full sum of royal¬ 
ties due at the said rate at the date of such 
demand the court may award taxable costs 
to the plaintiff and a reasonable counsel fee, 
and the court may enter judgment therein 
for any sum above the amount found by the 
verdict as the actual damages, according to 
the circumstances of the case, not exceeding 
three times the amount of such verdict. 

Mr. Sulzer’s bill, introduced “May 12 (cal¬ 
endar day May 21),” as H. R. 22071, gives 
these provisions as follows: 

Sec. 1. (d) To perform or represent the 
copyrighted work publicly if it be a drama; 

(e) To perform the copyrighted work pub¬ 
licly for profit if it be a musical composition 
on which such right of public performance for 
profit has been reserved as provided in sec¬ 
tion twenty-one of this Act; and for the pur¬ 
pose of public performance for profit, or, for 
the purposes set forth in subsection (a) 
hereof, to make any arrangement or setting 
of it or of the melody of it in any system or 
notation, or to make any form of record 
thereof in which the thought of an author 
may be recorded and from which it may be 
read or reproduced. 

In Section 14, the Currier draft provides 
that in case of non-deposit of copies, the copy¬ 
right shall be forfeited, the Sulzer draft that 
there shall be a fine of $100. 

In Section 25, the Currier bill provides a 
double period of 28 and 28 years, as follows: 

Sec. 25. That the copyright secured by this 
Act shall endure for twenty-eight years after 
the first publication: Provided, That the au¬ 


thor, if still living, or the widow, widower, or 
children, if the author be not living, and if 
such author, widow, widower, or children 
be not living, then the author’s heirs, of 
executors, or administrators shall have the 
same exclusive right continued for the fur¬ 
ther term of twenty-eight years upon record¬ 
ing the title of the work or description of 
the article so secured a second' time and 
complying with all other regulations in re¬ 
gard to original copyrights within six months 
before the expiration of the first term, but if 
the work be a composite work upon which 
the copyright was originally secured by the 
proprietor thereof, then the proprietor of such 
copyright shall be entitled to the privilege 
of renewal and extension. 

The term shall extend to the end of the 
calendar year of expiration. 

The Sulzer bill, like the Washburn bill, 
provides a period of life and forty-two years 
thereafter. 

In Section 27, the Currier bill omits and 
the Sulzer bill includes the desired clause 
joining the publisher with the author in the 
application for renewal of an existing copy¬ 
right in the case of works sold outright. 

In Section 28, the Currier bill and the 
Sulzer bill both include the $250 minimum 
for damages, which was omitted from the 
Washburne bill, not inadvertently, but in line 
with Mr. Steuart’s argument. 

In Section 31, the Currier and Sulzer bills 
both have the following proviso: 

Provided . honever. That nothing in this Act shall 
be so construed as to prevent the performance of 
religious or secular works, such as oratorios, cantatas, 
masses, or octavo choruses by public schools, church 
choirs, or vocal societies rented or borrowed from 
some other public school, school choir, or vocal so¬ 
ciety, provided the performance is given for charita¬ 
ble or educational purposes, and not for profit. 

The Sulzer bill includes an elaborate stamp 
method for permitting the use of musical 
compositions by mechanical devices, as fol¬ 
lows : 

Sec. 31 a. That whenever the proprietor 
of a copyrighted musical work has used or 
permitted the use of the same for profit upon 
any device or contrivance adapted to reproduce 
mechanically the musical work, any other 
person may make similar use of the copy¬ 
righted work upon payment to the copyright 
proprietor of the same before vending, selling, 
or offering any such device or contrivance for 
sale a sum equal to the one-tenth part of the 
marked retail price of any such device or 
contrivance and shall affix to such device or 
contrivance before vending, selling, or offer¬ 
ing it for sale a royalty stamp issued to hi nr 
by the proprietor of the copyright denoting 
the payment of said sum. 

The proprietor of the copyright shall cause 
to be prepared, for the payment of the roy¬ 
alty upon such contrivance or device, suitable 
stamps denoting the royalty thereon, and orr 
which shall be printed the title of the com¬ 
position which the said device or contrivance 
is adapted to reproduce, the name of the 
copyright proprietor of such composition and 
the retail price of such device or contrivance, 
and shall keep on hand at all times a sufficient 
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supply of stamps, and shall sell the same to 
any person desiring to purchase the same, in 
default of which no action shall be main¬ 
tained, nor recovery be had for any infringe¬ 
ment by any such device or contrivance. 
Every manufacturer of any such device or 
contrivance shall securely affix, by pasting on 
each such device or contrivance manufactured 
by him before selling, vending, or offering it 
for sale the aforesaid royalty stamp, in de¬ 
fault of which he shall be liable under the 
provision of this Act as an infringer of the 
copyright. 

The person using or affixing the stamp as 
herein provided for shall cancel the same by 
writing thereon the initials of his name and 
the date on which such stamp is attached or 
used, so that it may not again be used. 

Any person who shall vend, sell, or offer 
for sale any such contrivance, or device, or 
appliance without properly affixing thereon 
and cancelling the stamp denoting the royalty 
on the same, or affixes a false, fraudulent, or 
^counterfeit stamp, or any dealer who buys, 
receives, or has in his possession any such de¬ 
vice or contrivance on which the royalty has 
not been paid, or any person who removes or 
causes to be removed from any such device 
or contrivance any stamp denoting the royalty 
on the same, with intent to again use such 
stamp, or who knowingly uses or permits any 
other person to use the stamp so removed, or 
who knowingly receives, buys, sells, or gives 
away, or has in his possession any stamp so 
removed, or who makes any other fraudulent 
use of any such stamp shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined not less 
than two hundred and fifty dollars nor more 
than one thousand dollars, and imprisoned 
for not less than three months nor more than 
one year. 

Nothing in this section declared to be illegal 
by any court of competent jurisdiction shall 
in any wise affect or impair any other section 
or subsection or part thereof in this Act con¬ 
tained, but the same shall remain in full 
force and effect in the same manner and to 
the same extent as if this section were not 
embodied in this Act. 

In Section 34, the Currier bill permits im¬ 
portation of non-piratical foreign copies. 

First. When imported, not more than one copy 
at one time, for use and not for sale, but such privi¬ 
lege of importation shall not extend to a foreign 
reprint of a book by any American author copy¬ 
righted in the United States. 

— which omits the requirement of consent by 
the copyright proprietor. This is a new 
feature. 

The Sulzer bill reads: 

First. When imported, not more than one copy 
at one time, for use and not for sale, under per¬ 
mission given by the proprietor of the American 
copyright. 

The Currier bill omits, while the Sulzer bill 
retains, as Section 44, the provision that the 
copyright is distinct from the property in the 
material object copyrighted, while both omit 
the “separate estate” provision. 

The above are the distinctive respects in 
which these latter differ from the bills pre¬ 
viously introduced and from each other. 


FRENCH AUTHORS WOULD PATENT 
THEIR WORK. 

“Parisian literary men,” acccording to the 
Paris correspondent of the New York Herald, 
“at present are agitating for the more ade¬ 
quate protection of literary property. One 
idea which is being much discussed' is the cre¬ 
ation of a sort of patent office for literary 
works, where the latter can be registered and 
will thenceforth be duly protected by law, 
just as are the products of an inventor’s 
brain. 

“Plagiarism would thus be punishable as 
is a breach of a patent. The idea is that an 
author should deposit his manuscript at an 
institute or bureau where the title and' a sum¬ 
mary of it would be registered, with possibly 
even a duplicate copy of the entire work.” 


PENNY POSTAGE TO ENGLAND. 

Postmaster-General Meyer announced on 
June 3 that an agreement had been reached 
with the British government providing for a 
letter postage of two cents an ounce between 
the United States and Great Britain and Ire¬ 
land, to become operative October 1, 1908. 
He stated further that the British postmaster- 
general, Sydney Buxton, had made a like an¬ 
nouncement to the House of Commons, ex¬ 
pressing his confidence that this reduction 
would greatly increase the commercial inter¬ 
course and the mutual good feeling already 
existing between the two countries. 

The matter of a “penny postage,” as it is 
called in England, has been under consider¬ 
ation for some time, and as far back as July, 
1907, President Roosevelt approved Mr. 
Meyer’s course in urging a “restricted union 
with England.” 

On October 1, 1907, the universal postal 
union, which governs the international postal 
transactions of the various civilized countries, 
reduced the rate of letter postage from 5 cents 
a half ounce flat to 5 cents for the first ounce 
and 3 cents for each additional ounce, which 
is the present rate between the Lhiited States 
and Great Britain, with which we have direct 
steamship communication, and is also the rate 
between the United States and countries with 
which we do not have direct steamship com¬ 
munication, but on mail to which we have to 
pay an additional charge to countries through 
which it passes in transit. 

Under the articles of the universal union 
any two states can form a restricted union. 
Examples of restricted unions are those now 
existing which permit a 2-cent-an-ounce let¬ 
ter rate between the United States and Cuba, 
the United States and Panama, and the 
United States and Canada. 

Postmaster-General Meyer believes that this 
reduction in the rate of postage to the United 
Kingdom ultimately will result in an increase 
in receipts, because it has always been found 
that a reduction of the letter rate resulted 
finally in increasing the revenue. He is also 
of the opinion that a lower postage will lead 
to freer commercial intercourse. Our man¬ 
ufacturers. he says, are increasing their sales 
in England ,and must rely to a great extent 
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upon the mails for orders and increase of 
trade. 

“Further,” he stated, “this will be a great 
boon to our adopted English-speaking citi¬ 
zens, and their connection here, particularly 
those of limited means, as it will enable them 
to keep up correspondence with their rela¬ 
tions and friends in the old country at do¬ 
mestic rates.” _ 

REPORT ON REMOVING THE TARIFF 
FROM PULP AND PRINT PAPER. 

The special committee of six members of 
the House, appointed upon complaint of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
to investigate the wood pulp and print paper 
situation in relation to the tariff and with 
regard to an alleged conspiracy in restraint 
•of trade, submitted a majority and a minority 
report. 

The majority report, which is signed by 
Representatives Mann of Illinois, Miller of 
Kansas, Stafford ‘of Wisconsin, and Bannon 
# of Ohio, is a preliminary report, and recom¬ 
mends that no legislation affecting wood pulp 
and print paper be enacted until the com¬ 
mittee has further investigated and reported. 

The minority report, which is signed by 
Representatives Sims of Tennessee and Ryan 
•of New York, recommends the passage of the 
Stevens bill, to place wood' pulp and print 
paper on the free list. 

As to the charge of the existence of a 
•combination in restraint of trade, the report 
says: “The evidence before the committee 
so far fails to prove any combination of print- 
paper manufacturers to advance prices, or 
•otherwise in restraint of trade, but consider¬ 
able evidence was presented which might ex¬ 
cite suspicion that such a combination had 
been made and was in existence.” Notwith¬ 
standing this report, it is expected that the 
Department of Justice in the near future will 
"bring suits against the paper trust on the 
ground that it is operating in restraint of 
trade. Agents of the department have been 
at work in New York for some time, and 
evidence is now said to be in such shape that 
actions may be commenced. 


ROOKBINDERS WANT PROTECTION. 

The International Brotherhood of 
Bookbinders, whose headquarters are now in 
New York City, has decided to start an agita¬ 
tion against sending to Europe books to be 
Found as works of art, by American firms, 
and re-importing them much enhanced in 
value without paying duty. The matter will 
he brought up at the annual convention of the 
Brotherhood, beginning at Cincinnati on June 
8. A statement has been made on behalf of 
the international officers which says, among 
other things, that the real reason for sending 
the work away is that the senders can get it 
done cheaper. This, it is claimed, is because 
the price of raw materials and the standard 
of living are lower in Europe than here. The 
question of agitating for an amendment to 
the tariff laws by which an ad valorem duty 
will be levied on all such articles will be taken 
•up by the union. 


PUBLISHER CANNOT CANCEL CON¬ 
TRACT FOR SUBSCRIPTION BOOKS. 

A verdict was rendered last week at last 
court in favor of Attorney B. F. Madore, of 
Bedford, Pa., against The American Law 
Book Company, of New York City, the pub¬ 
lishers of the “Cyclopedia of Law and Pro¬ 
cedure,” commonly known as ‘ Cyc,” for 
$286.20 damages for the failure of the Law 
Book Company to comply with the terms of 
their contract with Mr. Madore. The con¬ 
tract provided that Mr. Madore was to re¬ 
ceive a set of “Cyc” as fast as the same was 
published, but The American Law Book Com¬ 
pany refused to ship any volumes after vol¬ 
ume 20 because Mr. Madore had disposed of 
his books. Mr. Madore retained his contract, 
and on this began proceedings by foreign at¬ 
tachment to determine whether The Ameri¬ 
can Law Book Company had the right to 
rescind this contract after partially completing 
it, there being no provision for a rescission 
of the contract by either party, and the ver¬ 
dict sustains the contract. Since court a set¬ 
tlement has been made whereby Mr. Madore 
is to receive the remaining volumes of “Cyc” 
as far as now published and as fast as it is 
published hereafter until the completion of 
the work. 


JEWS TO TRANSLATE THE BIBLE. 

The Jewish Publication Society of America, 
at its twentieth annual meeting, held in Phil¬ 
adelphia, on May 31, made the announcement 
that arrangements have been made for the 
translation of the Bible. This is regarded as 
one of the most important works ever under¬ 
taken by the society. 

The translation will be made with the co¬ 
operation of the Central Conference of Jew¬ 
ish Rabbis, and the book will be adopted as 
the official version of that body. A Bible fund 
of $50,000 will be raised for the purpose. 
Edwin Wolf, of Philadelphia, was chosen 
president, and Dr. Henry M. Leipziger, of 
New York City, vice-president of the society. 


SCRANTOM, WETMORE & CO.’S FOR¬ 
TIETH ANNIVERSARY. 

Scrantom, Wetmore & Co., of Rochester, 
N. Y., on May 30, celebrated its fortieth anni¬ 
versary. One feature of the celebration was 
a banquet given in the Duffy-Mclnnery din¬ 
ing room, on the evening of May 28, when the 
one hundred employees of the firm were the 
guests of their employers. There were ad¬ 
dresses by the members of the firm and sev¬ 
eral invited guests and by the heads’ of de¬ 
partments. All this week the store has been 
lavishly decorated', and in honor of the occa¬ 
sion a booklet has been prepared for distribu¬ 
tion among the friends and patrons of the 
house from which we extract the following:

previously as clerks in the book store of 
Steele & Avery. Their stock consisted of a 
modest, well-selected' assortment of such 
goods as were commonly carried in a first- 
class book store of that period. 

One and a half years later they were joined 
by another young man, Albert C. Walker, and 
in the year 1878 the firm became Scrantom, 
Wetmore & Co., Mr. Walker becoming the 
third partner. The personnel of the firm re¬ 
mained unchanged until April, 1905* when 
occurred the death of Mr. Scrantom, a severe 
loss to his co-workers and a sorrow to the 
community at large, by whom he was uni¬ 
versally esteemed. In August of that year, 
Joshua T. Gorsline, who had been for many 
years cashier and manager of the office, came 
into the firm as a third partner, the firm name 
remaining unchanged. 

During these forty years of business life 
the firm has witnessed a growth of its home 
city from a population of about 62,000 to a 
municipality of the first class and a popula¬ 
tion approximating 200,000. The growth of 
this book and stationery store has. more 
than kept pace with the progress of its en¬ 
vironment. In 1880 it was removed to the 
larger store, No. 12 State Street. To it was 
added later a rear “L” and office space and 
sales rooms on the floor above. In 1885 the 
Ellwanger & Barry Building was completed, 
and there, into a much larger and more mod¬ 
ern store, the firm was induced to move by 
the still steadily growing volume of business. 
It was not long before continued growth, in 
both the retail and wholesale branches, called 
for still more space, and in the summer of 
1889 the large store in the Powers Building, 
long occupied' by the A. S. Mann dry goods 
business, and fronting on both State and West 
Main Streets, was secured and handsomely 
fitted for the special needs of Scrantom, 
Wetmore & Co. 

There the business has remained, experi¬ 
encing an uninterrupted growth and necessi¬ 
tating frequent readjustments and improve¬ 
ments. In the fall of 1906, the store adjoin¬ 
ing to the west, on the Main Street side, was 
added. This present season the spacious sec¬ 
ond floor of the Ailing & Cory Building on 
Exchange Street has been taken for the ac¬ 
commodation of the engraving and die-em¬ 
bossing branch of the business and for whole¬ 
sale storage, for which space in the Wisrrer 
Building had previously been used. A total 
floor area, approximating 25,000 square feet, 
is now occupied by the firm for the housing 
of the various branches of their business. 
About one hundred employees make up the 
regular force, and half as many more are 
added during the holiday season. 

In behalf of the trade we add our congrat¬ 
ulations to those of the host of friends and 
patrons in Rochester and elsewhere, whose 
friendly interest and liberal patronage have 
made "the growth of this business possible, 
with the hope that honest endeavor along the 
same lines of progress may continue to main¬ 
tain and prosper the bookstore of Scantom, 
Wetmore & Co. 


BIG PRICES FOR MRS. EDDY’S WORKS. 

At the sale of the library of the late 
Edward H. Lowe, of London, at Anderson’s 
auction rooms, on May 21, a first edition of 
Mrs. Eddy’s “Science and Health,” published 
in 1875, brought $114* A manuscript poem 
by Mrs. Eddy on “Woman’s Rights” was sold 
to Sol. Lichtenstein, the bookmaker, for $43. 
The 1878 edition of “Science and Health,” 
published at Lynn by Dr. A. G. Eddy, con¬ 
taining an introduction and three new chap¬ 
ters, went for $97. A “Historical Sketch of 
the Church of Christ,” by Mrs. Eddy, con¬ 
sisting of two leaves, was sold for $8.75, and 
the same bidder for $9 obtained another two- 
leaved production of the Christian Science 
leader, entitled “Private Directions for Meta¬ 
physical Healing,” issued to her followers 
for their instruction in Christian healing.

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COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

AN AUTHORS’ LEAGUE AMENDMENT. 

Mr. McCall, (by request of the American 
[Authors] Copyright League,) introduced 
on May 12, (calendar day, May 22,) 1908, in 
the House of Representatives the following 
bill (H. R. 22908) which was referred to the 
Committee on Patents and ordered to be 
printed: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That sec¬ 
tion three of the Act of March third, eighteen 
hundred' and ninety-one, amending section 
four hundred and fifty-six of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, be amended 
by inserting after the words, “ Provided , That 
in the case of a book, photograph, chromo, 
or lithograph,” the following words, “except 
the original text of a book of foreign origin 
in a language or languages other than 
English.” 

Sec. 2. That all laws or parts of laws in 
conflict with this Act are hereby repealed. 

This amendment was formulated by the 
League in justice to Continental authors, to 
bring definitely before the Patent Commit¬ 
tee the desirability of action which would 
enable such works to be copyrighted here, 
pending translation into English. 

On the same day Mr. Siilzer introduced 
as H. R. 22071 a complete bill following the 
general lines of the pending bills, assuring 
entire rights to musical composers. 

U. S. SUPREME COURT DECISION IN SUITS 
OF BOBBS-MERRILL CO. AND CHARLES 
SCRIBNER’S SONS VS. MACY & CO. 

The Associated Press dispatch states that 
on June 1 the U. S. Supreme Court made de¬ 
cisions on four important copyright cases, the 
opinions being handed down by Justice Day. 
The first decision was in the case of the 
Bobbs-Merrill Company vs. R. H. Macy & 
Co. and Isidor and N. Straus, the decision 
being in favor of Macy & Co. In this case the 
court dealt with the question whether the sale 
by a retail dealer of a copyrighted book below 
the price fixed by the publishers is an in¬ 
fringement of copyright. The Bobbs-Merrill 
Company in publishing a certain novel stip¬ 
ulated in a printed notice that it should not 
be sold for less than the stated price per copy. 
The Macys sold the work for 89 cents, and 
suit was brought accordingly in the Circuit 
Court of the United States for the Southern 
District of New York, but the bill was dis¬ 
missed. A like result followed when the case 
was appealed to the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
and the Supreme Court decision confirms this 
view. The suit was based on the theory that 
the right to dispose of a copyrighted work 
gives the owner the right to place restrictions 
on its sale. 

In the two cases of Charles Scribner’s 
Sons against the Macy house, the Scribners 
sought in the first suit to enjoin the defend¬ 
ants from selling their copyrighted books at 
cut prices and from procuring publications 
for such purposes from dealers maintaining 
such prices, on the ground that it is an in¬ 
fringement of copyright. In the second case 


the allegation was that Macy & -Co. had 
sought to induce other dealers to violate their 
agreements with the publishers. The Circuit 
Court of Appeals decided against the pub¬ 
lishers in both ’ instances, holding that the 
•sellers had not agreed not to cut prices, and 
that there was no evidence of an effort to 
influence others. This decision was con¬ 
firmed by the Supreme Court. 

Owing to the delay in transmission of the 
text of the decision in these cases we must 
defer its publication to our next issue. 

In the case of George H. Walker, vs. the 
Globe Newspaper Company, of Boston, an¬ 
other feature of the law was involved. The 
Globe reprinted a copyrighted map of electric 
railways in Massachusetts owned by Walker 
& Co. They were assessed damages fixed 
upon a basis of each publication. The plain¬ 
tiffs then brought suit for additional dam¬ 
ages, and the Circuit Court of Massachusetts 
awarded $250. This decision'was reversed.

OBITUARY. 

HOMER M ERR I AM. 

Homer Merriam, the last of the brothers 
who were identified with the publication of 
“Webster’s Dictionary,” died on May 25 in 
Pasadena, Cal. Mr. Merriam was born in 
West Brookfield, Mass., August 27, 1813. 
His father, Daniel, and his uncle, Ebenezer, 
under the firm name of E. Merriam & Co. 
conducted a printing business in West Brook¬ 
field. Homer and his brother William, in 
1838, established a bookstore and bindery in 
Greenfield, Mass. In 1845 the firm of 
W. & H. Merriam removed to Troy, N. Y., 
and passed through various stages under the 
firm names of Merriam & Moore and Mer¬ 
riam, Moore & Co., the junior partner of 
which was the late Henry B. Nims, with 

Homer Merriam always a partner, until 1856, 
when he went to Springfield to become a 
partner in the firm of G. & C. Merriam, 

established by his brothers, George and 

Charles, in 1832. The company was incor¬ 
porated in 1892, when Homer Merriam be¬ 
came its president, a position he held until a 
few years ago, when he was succeeded by 
O. M. Baker. 

“The history of the G. & C. Merriam 

Company and Webster’s dictionary,” according 
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to the Springfield Republican , “has been in¬ 
timately connected with that of Springfield 
for over three-quarters of a century. When 
it was organized in 1832 it occupied quarters 
on State Street, but in 1835 the building long 
known as the ‘Old Corner Bookstore/ erected 
by Galen Ames at the corner of State and 
Main Streets, was occupied by the firm, the 
book store being on the lower story. Eventu¬ 
ally the Merriams withdrew entirely from the 
book-store department. The origin of the 
G. & C. Merriam Company can be traced back 
to a letter from Rev, Dr. Osgood inviting 
Charles Merriam to come to Springfield and 
start a new paper, as ‘the Springfield news¬ 
papers of that day were regarded by the 
orthodox people of the town as tainted with 
Unitarianism, and they were desirous of hav¬ 
ing a soundly orthodox organ/ Charles 
brought his brother George to Springfield 
from West Brookfield, and while they decided 
against the newspaper scheme, they concluded 
that this was a good town for a book print¬ 
ing office and store, and the firm was then 
formed, consisting of George and Charles and 
George’s brother-in-law, Mr. Little. Mean¬ 
time three younger brothers, William, Lewis 
and Homer, had learned some branch of 
printing or bookmaking, and William and 
Homer started their Greenfield enterprise. 

“The securing of Webster’s dictionary was 
the great opportunity of the firm of G. & C. 
Merriam, and their farsightedness as busi¬ 
ness men was shown by their grasping it. 
Noah Webster died in 1843. He had pub¬ 
lished the dictionary in the most expensive 
manner in two large volumes, not stereo¬ 
typed, because he was continually editing and 
revising. The right to publish the un¬ 
abridged dictionary was put up at auction at 
Hartford, and J. S. & C. Adams, of Amherst 
bought it. It was too heavy a load for them 
to carry and they soon disposed of their rights 
and remnants of the last edition to G. & C. 
Merriam for $1000. The work had sold at 
from $15 to $20. The Merriams at once had 
it revised by Professor Chauncey Goodrich, 
stereotyped it, and put it into one compact 
volume, which they advertised for $6. Mr. 
Webster’s heirs thought that this was too low 
a price, but the future growth of the company 
showed that no mistake had been made. The 
large sales of the unabridged helped the sale 
of the abridged editions, so the Merriams 
bought up all editions, under an arrangement 
with Dr. Webster’s heirs that they should be 
paid a certain sum annually whatever the 
sales. A large sum was thus paid over to the 
heirs. The Merriam company did not confine 
themselves to the publication of the diction¬ 
ary, but continued to get o'ut law and school 
books and' Bibles.” 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Adolf L’Arronge, the well-known dram¬ 
atist. died in Berlin on May 27. He was 
born in Hamburg March 8, 1838. His plays 
deal chiefly with the life of the middle classes 
in Germany. Besides his plays he wrote a 
work on “Deutsches Theater und Deutsche 
Sehauspielkunst.” 


Dr. James Bain, for twenty-five years li¬ 
brarian of the Toronto Public Library, died 
on May 22. Dr. Bain was born in London, 
Eng., August 2, 1842, and early in life went 
to Toronto, Canada, with his parents. He 
obtained his business training in his father’s 
book store and later in that of James Camp¬ 
bell & Son. In 1870 he began to visit England as 
a buyer for the Campbells, and opened a 
branch for them in 1874. This was continued 
until 1878, when he became a partner in the 
firm of John Nitnmo & Co., and the firm be¬ 
came Nimmo & Bain. In 1882, when the firm 
dissolved, Bain returned to Toronto and was 
for a short time manager of the Canada Pub¬ 
lishing Company. In 1883 he was appointed 
chief librarian of the Toronto Public Library, 
which position he held till his death. 

Philip Loring Allen, secretary and treas¬ 
urer of the Evening Post Company, and for 
nine years member of the editorial staff of 
the New York Evening Post, died on May 
26 at St. Luke’s Hospital. Mr. Allen was 
born at Madison, Wis., May 25, 1878. He 
was graduated' from the University of Wis¬ 
consin in 1899, and in the same year became 
reporter and exchange editor on the Evening 
Post. For a year he represented his paper 
and the Boston Transcript in Washington. 
In 1904 he became editorial writer for the 
Evening Post and in 1906 secretary and treas¬ 
urer of the Evening Post Company. His 
book, “America’s Awakening,” published two 
years ago by the Fleming H. Revell Company, 
won for him a large number of friends and 
admirers. Besides his editorial work he wrote 
a number of short stories for the magazines. 

Francis Edouard Joachim Coppee, the 
French poet and dramatist, died in Paris on 
May 23. Coppee was born in Paris on January 
12, 1842, and in his younger years served as a 
clerk in the Ministry of War. Later he be¬ 
came librarian of the Senate, and in 1878 he 
was appointed keeper of the records at the 
Comcdie Frangaise. He first attained dis¬ 
tinction by the publication of a number of 
original poems, and 1 in the later 6o’s he began 
the production of his dramatic works. Among 
his best known plays are “La Guerre de Cent 
Ans,” “La Corrigane,” “Le Tresor,” “Madame 
de Maintenon,” “Les Jacobites,” and “Le 
Pater.” Although both a dramatist and novel¬ 
ist, Coppee was chiefly known as a poet. 
Among the best known of his poems are “La 
Benediction,” “La Maison de Moliere” and 
“La Battaille d’Hernani.” In March of last 
year M. Coppee gave the Acad'emie Frangaise 
a sum yielding $200 annually for use as a 
prize for young poets. His letter expressed 
regret that poets are so little encouraged by 
prizes in comparison with writers of prose. 

Dr. Louis Honore Frechette, the French 
Canadian poet, died June 1 at Montreal. Dr. 
Frechette was born on November 16, 1839, 
Point Lewis, 'Quebec. He was called to the 
bar in 1864, but engaged in newspaper work 
in Chicago for several years. In 1871 he re¬ 
turned to Canada and practiced his profession 
in 'Quebec from 1871 until 1879, when he re¬ 
entered the field of newspaper work and be¬ 
came successively editor of French newspapers 
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in -Quebec, Montreal and Chicago. In 1889 he 
became clerk of the Legislative Council of 
Quebec and held that post until his death. 
Dr. Frechette was regarded as the representa¬ 
tive poet of French Canada, and his work 
was honored by the French Academy and the 
Eond'on Imperial Institute. His volumes of 
poems include “Mes Loisirs,” “La voix d’un 
Exile,” “Pele-mele,” “Les fleurs boreales,” 
■“Les oisseaux de Neige,” “La legende d’un 
Peuple” and “Les Feuilles Volantes.” He 
also wrote a five-act play, “Veronica,” some 
.essays in French and an English sketch, 
“Christmas in French Canada,” and trans¬ 
lated Howells’s “A Chance Acquaintance” and 
Cable’s “Old Creole Days” into French. A 
sister of William Dean Howells, Mrs. Annie 
Howells Frechette, is the wife of Dr. Fre¬ 
chette’s brother, Leonard Achille Frechette, 
the chief translator of the Dominion House 
of Commons. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The Bookseller and Stationer and Canadian 
Newsdealer has not changed hands, as has 
been mistakenly reported, but is still pub¬ 
lished by the Maclean Publishing Co., Ltd., 
at Toronto, who for many years have been 
making an exceedingly attractive and useful 
book, and stationery trades paper. 

The Broadway Magazine , of which Benja¬ 
min B. Hampton is now the principal owner, 
is settled in its new quarters in the Mar- 
bridge Building, New York City. William L. 
Colt, who was for a number of years asso¬ 
ciated with Mr. Hampton in the advertising 
agency, is now advertising director and treas¬ 
urer of the company. Howard P. Ruggles, 
formerly with Collier's Weekly , is Western 
advertising manager, with offices in the Hey- 
worth Building, Chicago. J. A. Frazer is the 
Eastern advertising manager. 

NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Mrs. Mary Wilkins Freeman has won 
the victory in the New York Herald prize 
novel competition, defeating her rival, Max 
Pemberton, by 14,000 votes. To her, there¬ 
fore, has been awarded the $5000 prize of¬ 
fered by the New York Herald, in addition 
to the original sum paid for “The Shoulders 
of Atlas.” 

Miss Lilian Whiting, whose works have 
given much stimulus to the doctrine of quiet, 
dignified, unselfish living in this feverish, self- 
seeking age, has been spending the winter 
in Rome, whose beauties she has so well pre¬ 
sented in her last book, “Italy, the Magic 
Land.” Recently she has gone to Paris to 
refresh her memory of that city’s glories, and 
to collect the final material for her. new 
book, “Paris the Beautiful,” which will be 
brought out in the fall by Little, Brown & Co. 

It has lately been discovered that the novel¬ 
ist, Henry Fielding, once did a piece of work 
which has not been credited to him. He 
translated into English the “Military History 
of Charles XII., King of Sweden, by M. 
Gustavus Adlerfeld, Chamberlain to the 
King,” a work which appeared in three vol¬ 


umes octavo in 1740. His authorship of the 
translation is revealed by a receipt recently 
sold in London and worded thus: “Reed 
March the 10, 1739, of Mr. John Nourse the 
sum of forty five pounds in Part Payment for 
the translation of the History of Charles the 
twelfth by me Hen. Fielding.” 

On the recent occasion of the eighty-ninth 
birthday celebration of Julia Ward Howe, 
the only one of her children who was unable 
to be present was Maud Howe Elliott. After 
spending two years in Spain with her artist 
husband, John Elliott, Mrs. Elliott is at pres¬ 
ent sojourning in Rome, where she is com¬ 
pleting the work on her new manuscript on 
Spain, which Little, Brown & Co. announce 
for fall publication. During the many 
months that she was a wanderer in Spain 
Mrs. Elliott was busy filling her note book 
with comment and storing up a treasure- 
house of impressions and memories of things 
Spanish. With an open mind and a facile 
pen, she is likely to present the results of her 
observations in a book which, for charm and 
value, will take its place beside her two pre¬ 
vious volumes on Italy—“Roma Beata” and 
“Two in Italy.” 


BUSINESS NOTES. 

Boston, Mass. —Richard C. Lichtenstein 
and Henry F. Dodge, of the Burnham Antique 
Book Store, in the basement of the Old South 
Meeting House, dissolved partnership on 
May 27. The business will be continued by 
Mr. Lichtenstein who, forty years ago, as a 
boy, entered the employ of the late Mr. 
Burnham. Mr. Lichtenstein represents a 
second-hand' book business that has continued 
uninterruptedly since 1825, and though still 
a young man is one of the oldest in length of 
service in the old book business in this city. 

Cincinnati, O.—The Book-Shop formerly 
conducted by A. E. Goetting at 325 West 
Fourth Street, has combined with Charles 
Meuth’s Book-Shop, and is ngw doing busi¬ 
ness at 20 East Seventh Street under the 
name of The Cut Rate Book Company. 

Honolulu, Hawaii. —E. Herrick Brown, 
formerly manager of the Pilgrim Press at 
Chicago and’ now manager of the Hawaiian 
Board Book Rooms, has purchased the law, 
medical and subscription book business from 
William C. Lyon Company, established here 
for many years, and will conduct that in ad¬ 
dition to his present business. 

New Orleans, La. —F. F. Hansell & 
Brother, whose store was burned a short 
time ago, have leased the five-storv brick 
building at 536-538 Baronne Street, which 
will afford them ample facilities for their 
business. 

New York City. —Francis & Cole Com¬ 
pany, successors to Everitt & Francis Com¬ 
pany, have removed from 9 East Twenty- 
second' Street to 18 East Twenty-third Street, 
(opposite Madison Square,) New York, 
where they will carry on their business in 
old, rare and imported books. 

Scranton. Pa. —The incorporation of the 
International Educational Publishing Com- 
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pany with a capital stock of $20,000,000 brings 
to the front the International Correspondence 
Schools, located here. The incorporators are

The Oxford University Press has opened 
a branch showroom at Cathedral Buildings, 
203 Flinders Lane, Melbourne, Victoria, 
where all the more important publications of 
the Press will be on view, and orders will 
be taken. 

The John Lane Company have just pub¬ 
lished “A Man of Genius,” a new novel by 
Miss Willcocks, the author of “The Wing¬ 
less Victory,” who is winning recogni¬ 
tion for her description of Devonshire 
life and secenery. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. announce “The New In¬ 
ternational Year Book for 1907,” which will 
record the progress of the year in the various 
departments of science, art, literature, finance, 
industry, etc., and will serve a purpose as an 
independent volume or as an effective supple¬ 
ment to any encyclopedia. 

“Sometimes London has a good summer 
publishing season, but this year,” according to 
the London correspondent of the New York 
Herald , “doesn’t seem to hold out much prom¬ 
ise. Nobody appears to want books, say the 
publishers, who, therefore, are inclined to hold 
the best literary wares until early autumn.” 

At the General Conference of the Methor 
dist Episcopal Church, held at Baltimore, Md., 
from May 6 to June 2, action was taken to 
combine under one charter the eastern and 
western branches of the Methodist Book 
Concern.

L. C. Page & Co. have just brought out 
Professor Charles G. D. Robert’s new book 
of animal and nature stories entitled “The 
House in the Water, a Book of Wild Life,” 
the publication of which was delayed almost 
two months owing to the author’s absence 
abroad. The book contains a number of 
characteristic illustrations by Charles Liv¬ 
ingston Bull and Frank Vining Smith. 


Dana Estes & Co. have just ready “The 
Wooing of Calvin Parks,” a delightful 
work of humor, by Laura E. Richards, the 
author of “Captain January,” etc. In this 
story, the creator of “Geoffrey Strong and 
“Mrs. Tree” reverts to one of the happiest of 
her many phases of activity and portrays with 
delightful reality the queer, quaint, odd and 
lovable characters of her own “Down East” 
neighborhood. 

The Macmillan Company have just 
brought out “The Government of England, a 
work in two volumes, written on somewhat 
similar lines to Mr. Bryce’s “The American 
Commonwealth“The Case Against Social¬ 
ism,” a handbook for speakers and candidates, 
prepared by the London Municipal Society; 
“Home Life in Germany,” by Mrs. Alfred 
Sidgwick; Thibaudeau’s “Bonaparte and the 
Consulate,” translated and edited' by Dr. G. K. 
Fortescue; also, “Faith in Man,” by Gustave 
Spiller. 

W. J. Doxey, the buyer of books for 
Siegel, Cooper & Co., at Chicago, recently 
featured “The Last Egyptian” in a special 
display in their store. The show was 9/4 
feet square and 22 feet high, the base, finish,ed 
to look like solid stone, being surmounted by 
an obelisk covered with inscriptions. The 
table on which the base of the obelisk rested 
was covered with sand, real grass and a 
handsome papier mache camel. Copies of the 
books were stacked close to the exhibit, 
which attracted considerable attention. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons have just brought 
out a new edition, entirely rewritten, of John 
Galsworthy’s “The Island Pharisees,” a mas¬ 
terly work, strong, vivid and stimulating. 
They will publish on the 12th inst. Garrett C. 
Pier’s work on the “Inscriptions of the Nile 
Monuments,” a book of reference for tourists, 
with upwards of 100 illustrations: and 
“Motor Days in England,” by John M. Dillon, 
an account of impressions and experiences of 
a party of Americans during an extended 
motor trip through England. 

The Riverside Press, the printing plant of 
Houghton-Mifflin Company, is noted for the 
loyalty of its employees. One family has 
an extraordinary record for long service. The 
father was in the employ of the press for 
forty-seven years, his brother for thirty-seven 
years, his two sons for thirty-three and thir¬ 
ty years respectively, and his five daughters 
an average of ten years apiece, making a total 
of over 197 years. It is very rare indeed that 
any one at the press voluntarily gives up his 
position, except for reasons that make such 
a step unavoidable. 

William Henry Baker, P. O. Box 160, 
Cleveland, O., has in preparation “A Diction¬ 
ary of Men’s Wear,” a semi-encyclopaedic 
reference book of general interest to mer¬ 
chants and manufacturers, advertisement 
writers, students of costume and others. The 
work has been prepared by Mr. Baker, who, 
about seven years ago, while connected with 
a clothing manufacturing concern as adver¬ 
tising manager, wrote a little “Clothes Dic¬ 
tionary” that was so successful that its au¬ 
thor determined to compile the comprehen¬ 
sive work now nearly ready for publication. 
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No book of recent publication has aroused 
so much discussion in literary and other cir¬ 
cles as has Dr. George M. Gould’s book on 
Lafcadio Hearn. It has been the subject of 
bitter letters from those representing the 
Hearn cult in New York, several of which 
letters have appeared in various daily papers. 
To some of these Dr. Gould has replied, 
stating his position and his point of view, yet 
newspaper articles denouncing the book and' 
the author continue to appear. A threat has 
even been made to bring suit for libel in the 
name of Hearn’s widow, and final develop¬ 
ments are awaited with interest. 

H. M. Caldwell Company will publish 
shortly a little book of slang verse, by James 
P. Haverson, a Toronto newspaperman. The 
title of the volume is “Sour Sonnets of a 
Sorehead, and Other Songs of the Street.” 
It is printed in two colors, with appropriate 
page decoration, and' is profusely illustrated 
by Fergus Kyle. The book is an amplification 
of a series of sonnets which ran in the Tor¬ 
onto Saturday Night some months ago. To 
this series, which has been extended, are 
added many other verses dealing with the 
everyday life of the streets. Simultaneously 
with the American edition an edition will be 
published in Canada by the Hunter, Rose 
Company, of Toronto. 

The McClure Company have just ready 
“The Voice of the City,” by O. Henry, the 
third of the Four Million stories, of which 
“The Four Million” and “The Trimmed 
Lamp” were the first two. While these books 
have never figured among the best sellers, 
they have achieved a permanent place among 
those books which enjoy popularity not for 
one season but for many seasons, and pass 
into the literature of an epoch. They will 
publish on the 20th inst. a new book by Mrs. 
Mary Stewart Cutting, entitled “The Way¬ 
farers,” which deals on a large scale with the 
typical American folk with whom we are all 
acquainted—the middle-aged married people 
and the younger element that make up our 
representative American society. 

Little, Brown & Co. have just ready a 
popular edition of a favorite American rom¬ 
ance, “Truth Dexter.” It will be recalled 
that this story, with “the most lovable heroine 
in modern fiction,” to quote the reviewers, 
was published with the name of Sidney Mc¬ 
Call as the author on the title page. For 
several years, great curiosity was manifested 
as to the identity of Sidney McCall, who 
proved to be Mary McNeil Fenollosa, the wife 
of Professor Ernest F. Fenollosa. “Truth 
Dexter” has continued as one of the favorite 
American novels, nearly 100,000 copies having 
already been sold. This new popular edition 
is printed from new plates, with a new cover 
design, and a characteristic frontispiece by 
Alice Barber Stephens. 

The Century Company will publish 
shortly “Diana of Dobson’s,” a tale of Eng¬ 
land by an English author, Cicely Hamilton, 
giving glimpses of life among the girls in a 
London shop, and dealing cleverly with what 
life meant to Diana when a small fortune 
came to her; also, “The Post-Girl,” by Ed¬ 


ward C. Booth, a story of English life by a 
native of Yorkshire. Next month they will 
publish “The Well in the Desert,” by Adeline 
Knapp, the scenes of which are laid in Ari¬ 
zona, principally in the desert, where the 
writer lived a hermit’s life for many months. 
Later they will bring out, in the form of a 
novel, David Belasco’s and David Warfield’s 
latest dramatic success, “The Grand Army 
Man,” by Harvey J. O’Higgins. 

J. B. Lippincott Company have just ready 
“The Blue Lagoon,” the new story by H. De 
Vere, which, in England', has already ex¬ 
hausted four editions. Among the books 
published last week by the LippiHcotts are 
several in the scientific and technological 
class. One is the second series of the Harvev 
lectures, delivered during the winter of 1906- 
1907, and another is “A Dictionaary of Span¬ 
ish and Spanish-American Mining, Metallur¬ 
gical and Allied Terms,” to which some 
Portuguese and Portuguese-American terms 
are added, by Edward Halse. The Harvey 
lectures, delivered before that well-known 
New York Medical Society, deal with the ex¬ 
perimental side of medicine and allied sub- 
ects, and the authors include well-known spe¬ 
cialists, foreign and American. 

Henry Holt & Co. have completed ar¬ 
rangements with Mrs. Carroll Watson Ran¬ 
kin for the publication of a sequel to her 
“Dandelion Cottage.” Mrs. Rankin declares 
that “there really is a Dandelion Cottage! It 
belonged to the church simply because it hap¬ 
pened to stand on land that the church ac¬ 
quired. Some children, now grown up, really 
played in it one summer. Some years ago, the 
house then called ‘The Annex’—was put in 
repair, and it goes now, solely because of the 
book, by the name ‘Dandelion Cottage.’ The 
people living in it tell me that every now and 
then children come to the door to ask to be 
permitted to look inside to see if there really 
are dandelions on the dining room wall! One 
infant actually upbraided the tenant for hav¬ 
ing the dandelions covered by new paper! 
The corner cupboard is still there and the 
ground plan is still unchanged.” 

The Macmillan Company publish this 
week “Social Psychology,” by Professor Ed¬ 
ward A. Ross, the pioneer treatise, in any 
language, professing to deal systematically 
with the subject; “The Art of Singing and 
Vocal Declamation,” by Sir Charles Saintley,. 
who deals with such subjects as the qualifica¬ 
tions for a singer, the choice of a master,, 
habits of life, etc.; volume iv. of “Grove’s Dic¬ 
tionary of Music and Musicians,” covering 
the letters iQ to S; “The Statesman’s Year- 
Book for 1908;” “Agriculture for Southern 
Schools,” by Professor J. F. Duggar, of the 
Alabama Experiment Station; also, “German- 
English and English-German Dictionary,” by 
W. James. The new book by “Barbara,” - 
(Mabel Osgood Wright,) which has been 
announced under the title “The Markis and 
the Major,” is to be called instead “The Open 
Window.” It is to be published about the 
middle of the month. 

The very general and keen interest in the 
revival of arts and crafts in America is a sign 
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full of promise and pleasure to those who 
are working among the so-called minor arts. 
In this connection it is interesting to look 
into the past, particularly to those centuries 
known as the Middle Ages, in which the 
handicrafts flourished in special perfection, 
and to see for ourselves how these crafts 
were pursued, and exactly what these arts 
really were. An interesting work on this 
subject by Julia de W. Addison will be pub¬ 
lished early in June by L. C. Page & Com¬ 
pany under the title “The Arts and Crafts of 
the Middle Ages.” Mrs. Addison was one 
of the sixteen charter members of the Arts 
and Crafts Society of Boston, and is herself 
a craftswoman of no mean ability. One of 
her designs was that of a pattern for a chalice 
for Bishop Roots, of Hankow, China, another 
being a pattern for a chalice for the Church 
of the Epiphamy, Winchester, Mass. Mrs. 
Addison’s specialty, however, is that of em¬ 
broidery in blue and green on linen, her most 
•noted designs being silhouettes of animals. 
She is also an expert at illuminating on 
vellum. 

The growth of the “New Thought” 
movement during the past ten years has been 
astonishing, to say the least, and the multi¬ 
plication of literature upon the subject and 
the rise of new religious cults and increased 
interest in psychical research has been as re¬ 
markable. It is interesting to note that among 
the forerunners of the recent phenomenal 
development in the literature of these move¬ 
ments, has been Dr. Thomson Jay Hudson’s 
“The Law of Psychic Phenomena,” the first 
edition of which was published' in 1893. The 
publishers, A. C. McClurg & Co., report that 
thirty editions of this book have been sold, 
and such has been the interest stimulated by 
it from the beginning that now, fifteen years 
since its first issue, the demand is larger than 
ever, and the sales will soon round out a 
hundred thousand copies. Since the publica¬ 
tion of “The Lav' of Psychic Phenomena” 
four other books by Dr. Hudson—“A Scien¬ 
tific Demonstration of the Future Life,” “The 
Divine Pedigree of Man,” “The Law of 
Mental Medicine,” and “The Evolution of 
the Soul,” respectively—have been published 
by A. C. McClurg & Co. These volumes, 
too, are having a remarkably wide sale. 

An international sextette of novels—Eng¬ 
lish, German, French, American, Indian and 
Australian—is being issued by John Lane 
Company, New York. The English story is 
Miss Willcock’s new book entitled “A Man 
of Genius” (ready on June 5). Her pre¬ 
vious novel, “The Wingless Victory,” was 
received with acclamation in this country and 
England and is now being read in translation 
in Germany and Scandinavia. Clara Viebig’s 
“Absolution,” (issued May 29,) has been the 
literary sensation of Germany. The face of 
a woman, young and proud and very beauti¬ 
ful haunts the pages of this new novel by 
the most powerful of German woman writers. 
“The Child of Chance” is the title of Max- 
ime Formont’s novel, which has created a 
sensation in Paris. To the heroine of “Ab¬ 
solution” man is the lover. To Marie Cecile 
in Formont’s novel, man is essentially the 


father. The author deals with this delicate 
subject with skill and tact. Emery Pottle’s 
story of American life, “Handicapped,” (is¬ 
sued May 29,) comes to an exciting focus in 
a Madison Square Garden horse show. In 
“The Great Amulet,” (issued May 29,) Maud 
Diver returns to the scenes of the Indian 
frontier, which she handled with such dis¬ 
tinction in her former book, “Captain Des¬ 
mond.” In the “Bishop’s Scapegoat” T. B. 
Clegg turns to a large diocese in Australia 
and the French penal colony in New Cale¬ 
donia for a remarkable study of the conflict 
of conscience and primary human duties. 

Fleming H. Revelt, Company have just 
ready a “life’ of Sheldon Jackson, by Pro¬ 
fessor Robert L. Stewart. It is the story of 
a busv, adventurous and singularly romantic 
life, more wonderful in its detail and actual 
experiences than many of the fancies that 
give life and color to the works of fiction. 
Sheldon Jackson, who is just celebrating his 
golden wedding in Washington, D. C., was a 
shrewd, far-seeing pioneer of the cross, and 
entering into the new mining towns of the 
West, laid the foundations of moral life and 
Christian institutions and all that is highest 
in American civilization. To him was due 
the introduction of the domesticated reindeer 
into Alaska with its consequent economic 
blessing to that northernmost region of our 
country. He was a religious adventurer 
equipped with a great faith, a shrewd mind 
and a tireless body. The work on his life 
has been carefully and accurately done with 
a view to the reading of the future historians 
of the great West to whom it will be a mine 
of information. They have also just ready a 
work on “The Kingdom in India,” by Jacob 
Chamberlain, who died just as his book was 
ready for publication, and which is now of¬ 
fered as a memorial of the grand old mission¬ 
ary, with a biography written by his friend, 
Henry N. Cobb. Another book just ready is 
“The Valley of the Nile,” by Charles R. Wat¬ 
son, who has made a thorough examination of 
the conditions on the ground and a study of 
the religious conditions in Egypt from the 
earliest days of Christian history until now. 

The BobbS-Merrill Company has just 
ready “The Lure of the Mask,” by Harold 
MacGrath. This is the author’s sixth novel. 
In addition he has written two novelettes, an 
operetta and two books of short stories. “The 
Lure of the Mask” was first planned four 
years ago when the author used to refer to 
the story as “The Masquerading Lady.” Ac¬ 
cording to his original idea, the scene was 
to be laid in France: but a visit to Italy in 
1906 convinced Mr. MacGrath that the siren 
cities of Italy were the one right setting for 
his romance. He revisited Italy in 1907, to 
confirm his impressions of local color,, and 
finished the book in America last winter. 
While much of the action occurs abroad, al¬ 
most all the characters are Americans— 
members of an American comic opera com¬ 
pany. They have also just brought out vol¬ 
umes xxiii. and xxiv. of the “Dowden 
Shakespeare,” namely “The Comedy of Er¬ 
rors,” edited by Henry Cuningham, and 
“King Richard the Third,” edited by A. Ham- 
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ilton Thompson. The introductory essays are 
scholarly pieces of work, dealing largely with 
general questions of text, date and sources. 
The notes are printed at the bottom of the 
page, and not only give all the variorum read¬ 
ings but are rich in illuminating quotations 
from the whole range of Elizabethan litera¬ 
ture. “W. W.’s” translations of Plautus’s 
Menaechmi (1595) is printed as an appendix 
to “The Comedy of Errors.” Mr. Cuningham, 
in opposition to Mr. Sidney Lee, advocates the 
theory, originally put forth by Malone, that 
part of Shakespeare’s youth was spent in an 
attorney’s office, and cites many passages in 
proof of his contention.
